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1. Claims 1-45 and 49 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected 
invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 6. 

2. Claim 46 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
because it is a single means claim [SEE: In re Hyatt, 708 F.2d 
712, 218 USPQ 195] . That is, the instant "claim covers every 
conceivable structure (means) for achieving the stated property 
(result) while the specification discloses at most only those 
known to the inventor" (MPEP 2164.08 (a)). 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 



(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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4. Claims 46 and 48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being clearly anticipated by Baer [US #4,034,990] . 

As is shown in figure 2, Baer disclosed a video gaming 

system which comprised: 

a) A TV signal interface/decoding means [e.g. 14, 24, 
29, 14,40] ; and 

b) A video game controller [e.g. 26, 28] . 



5. Claims 46 - 48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by the publication "Telesof tware : Home 
Computing Via Broadcast Teletext" by Hedger. 

As is shown in figure 1, Hedger illustrates a telesof tware 

receiving system that is comprised of: 

a) A "Television Receiver"; and 

b) A TV signal interface/decoding means which 
comprises the illustrated "teletext card" and the 
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illustrated "processor card". The interface/decoding 
means includes: 

1) An interface means (e.g. the illustrated "VIP 
video processor) for receiving a TV signal from 
the TV receiver wherein the TV signal is encoded 
with a telesoftware data signal; and 

2) Video game controller (e.g. a "joystick") for 
playing video games represented by the received 
and decoded telesoftware [note section "6.2. 
VIDEO GAMES " on page 285 of the publication] .
